Good into ] .1 i gen? o is available on tho organization of tho 
x/orks, from which a series of charts has been dra;m up to show tho 
structure of tho various departments. (Charts 1-10). On the .Rus- 
sian side, tho works are controlled by Lt.Col. 30LDIR, a physicist 
and technical expert , and Hajor TEIIIGRUBE , the adniniotra.tivc chief. 

A number of other Russians have been identified, of wiion details are 
given in an appended list. 

The Goman technicians are under the control of Dr. STEMEL 
as technical director; Dr. SPIEGEL appears also to have the standing 
of a director. The works i 3 divided into eight departments, snown 
diagrammatic oily in Chart I, in which tho numbering of the departments 
is that used officially by tho works. Charts II - IX set out tho 

breakdown of the individual departments one by one. Those tables are 
believed to bo substantially complete and accurate although there is 
inevitably some uncertainty in the allocation of staff among tho lower 
subdivisions beoauso tho actual set-up is continually changing as pro- 
gress is made and tasks re - alio t ted* . The total staff on October 21st 
was probably between one and two thousand, of wham two or three .hundred 
were engineers and scientists. *~"

Tho work on valve development and manufacture scons to bo 
do vc tod to:- 

a) Tho reproduction of important valve types used 
by tho Gomans, particularly those of Tolofunkon 
design* 

b) The development of now types for special purposes. 

c) Tho design of machinery for tho mass production 
of tho valves. 


d) Ooi-iplote planning for nans production of the 
valves. 


e) In sane canes, actual production on a fairly largo 
l»o ale . 


Special attention has been given to high power transnitting 
valves of nfital-coraiiic cons traction, md those of magnetron type, 
for radar and cnr. 111 U 1 iica.tion v/ork on the highest frequencies (down 
to ivavoiengths of 8 ui7.lii.io tors) , 

There is no evidence of the existence of any other Institute 
under Russian control carrying out sinilor nark on the design and plan- 
ning for manufacture of specialised nodom types of valves, although 
'chox'o is 3000 work going on in other valve plants in Go many and Russia 
an.d sene devolopnont of cathode ray tubes and similar dovioos for tele- 
vision and other work is carried out in an establishment at Amstadt 
(Thuringia). It may veil bo, therefore, that the work of the 0*3. * 
in this field is fundamental to the ’.hole Soviet effort in ultra- 
high frequency c a musical ion and radar techniques. 

Tho signals programme is believed to include work on such 
projects as Radar, Decimeter wave com \unioation systems, Direction 
finding^ Radio Navigational aids, and High power transmitters for 
various purposes. A groat deal of this work is duplicated in other 
Institutes, and although it is of considerable importance, the work 
of tho 0.3,77. is probably not of such unique importance as it is in 
the matter of valve design and manufacture. 


The valve section also devotes attention to cathode ray 
tubos for Radar, Television, etc, , and to X-ray tubes and other devices 


4. BNP ORTAT IONS TO RUSSI A 

There is evidence that at various tines during 1 946, valves 
and valve making machines voro sent to Russia, Rumours of tho moves 
of technicians prior to October have also boon heard, but not sub- 
stantiated. The first major move of personnel to Russia took place 
as part of tho large scale deportations on October 21/22 1946. 


It is not easy to discern clearly tho policy followed in 
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the deportations of O.S/J. \/orkors. In the atta-chcd charts, the 
nones of those known to have been deported are narked X, those 
believed to have been narked for deportation, or actually deported, 
but v/ho escaped deportation on route with an (X) and those not de- 
ported with an ■+> It rill be scon that those deported soon to 
have been picked in a 3ouev/hat haphazard y / ay and it cannoo be 
stated that any particular section or sections v/ere narked for de- 
portation. 
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The position is nado nore difficult by the insufficiency 
of evidence concerning the lorce nunber of Y/orkcrs v/ho were probably 
narked for deportation but succeeded in evading it. There is a 
further difficulty since the nuubor of oncilliary, and particularly 
of v/orkshop staffs, attached to the various branches, and the propor- 
tions of those staffs earmarked for deportation, are not known. If 
interrogation of those remaining in Berlin enables us to specify 
nore accurately Y/hich Y/orkers vjorc intended for deportation and 
Yvhich Y/ore not, it nay b econo possible to obtain a cloaror idoa of 
the Russian intentions.
